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CHANGES IN DEPARTMENT COMMANDS. 

The changes in Department commands which oc- 
curred this week have excited interest almost. on a par 
with that created by the appointments of the new 
Major General and the two new Brigadier Generals. 
The reason assigned by the authorities for the sweeping 
changes was the desire to prevent other transfers which 
would have been necessitated by the retirement of Lieu- 
tenant General Schofield in September next. Under the 
orders issued on Tuesday, April 30, Major General 
Ruger is relieved from the command of the Dept. 
of the Missouri, and ordered to special duty at Wash- 
ington. It was explained at the Department that Maj. 
Gen. Ruger’s duties in connection with the revision of 
the Drill Regulations are of an extremely onerous char- 
acter, and that this, in addition to the work devolving 
upon him as a Department Commander, was too much 
for one officer to stand. Not that Gen. Ruger objected. 
He has been very willing to labor for the good of the 
Army, and this has been shown by his constant atten- 
tion to duty. The President and Secretary Lamont, 
however, thought it advisable to have him give his 
whole time to the Drill Regulations, and accordingly he 
was relieved from his Department command and ord- 
ered to the War Department. The work of revising the 
Drill Regulations is expected to occupy at least six 
months more at least. When the decision was reached 
to relieve Maj. Gen. Ruger, Maj. Gen. Merritt was 
proffered the command of the Dept. of the Missouri, 
and upon the receipt of his reply announcing that the 
transfer would be satisfactory, Brig. Gen. Brooke, com- 
manding the Dept. of the Platte, was communicated 
with, and the result was that he was slated as Maj. 
Gen. Merritt’s successor in command of the Dept. of 
Dakota. These two transfers still left two vacancies 
in Department commands at the disposal of the authori- 
ties—the Dept. of the Platte and the Dept. of Colo- 
rado. At this juncture, Brig. Gen. Wheaton indicated 
a desire to the authorities to go to Colorado, and he 
was accordingly transferred to that command. As Brig. 
Gen. Coppinger’s regiment was in the Dept. of Colo- 
rado, he could not be assigned there, and he was ac- 
cordingly given the Dept. of the Platte. Brig. Gen. 
Bliss was then assigned to the Dept. of Texas. The 
transfers are regarded as satisfactory in every respect. 

The action of the President in ordering Maj. Gen. 
Ruger to Washington has excited much speculation as 
to the probable future command of this officer. When 
Maj. Gen. Ruger was in Washington last December 
there was some talk about his chances of succeeding 
Lieut. Gen. Schofield in command of the Army when 
that officer retired in September next, and those re- 
spousible for this gossip seem to think that their views 
are confirmed by Maj. Gen. Ruger’s assignment to the 
War Department on special service. It is well known 
that Maj. Gen. Ruger enjoys the warm friendship of 
the President. The criticism in Maj. Gen. Miles’ report 
on the President's course during the great strike is said 
to have offended the Chief Magistrate, but from infor- 
mation obtained in a semi-official way, it appears that 
this misunderstanding was cleared up, and it was made 
plain to the President, as it was to every Army officer, 
that Maj. Gen. Miles meant no reflection whatever. It 
is pointed out that there is no bar whatever to the 
President selecting a junior Major General to command 
the Army. Under the law he has the privilege of se- 
lecting any officer he may desire, and it is even ad- 
mitted by many officers that he could appoint a civilian. 
This privilege has not been exercised since the war, the 
senior officer having hitherto always been given the 
command. During the war, however, a number of of- 
ficers were jumped by their juniors, and it is possible 
that in these times of peace similar action may be tak- 
en. Secretary Lamont refuses to discuss the matter 
one way or the other. The deeision is with President 
Cleveland, and he will not announce it until Lieut. Gen. 
Schofield is transferred to the retired list. There is also 
some talk in circulation at the Department that when 
Lieut. Gen. Schofield leaves on his tour of inspection 
on the 16th of May, Maj. Gen. Ruger will occupy his 
post so far as its advisory features are concerned. 
Lieut. Gen. Schofield, even at a distance from the Head- 
quarters of the Army, will be able to direct the trans- 
action of any business mainly affecting the needs of the 
service, but there are a number of delicate questions 
which will undoubtedly arise upon which Secretary La- 
mont will desire to confer with a general officer having 
wide experience. Maj. Gen. Ruger will be in a position 
to act in this capacity, and it is pointed out in this con- 
nection that it will be a good training for him in case 
the President should decide to assign him to the com- 
mand of the Army. 

The fact that Maj. Gen. Merritt has been promptly 
assigned to the command of the Department of Mis- 
souri is suflicient answer to the suggestion concerning his 
desire to remain at St. Paul for personal reasons. We 
have the best of authority for saying that the gossip 
concerning this is without foundation in fact. The rank 
of Major General is not a new one for Wesley Merritt. 
Ile did duty under that rank during the War of the Rebel- 
lion, and resumes its honors and functions after an in- 
terval of twenty-nine years. He is not as young as he 
was, but is still in the full vigor of life, and no one can 
fail to recognize in him the gallant cavalry leader of the 
war, who followed with Stoneman on one of the early 
raids toward Richmond, who won his brevets in the 
Regular Army for gallant service at Gettysburg, Yellow 
Tavern, Hawes’ Shop, Five Forks and the campaigns 
ending in the surrender at Appomattox, and his brevet 
of Major General of Volunteers at Wirchester and 


Fisher’s Hill. After the war, reverting to the command 
of his regiment, the 5th Cav., he served successively in 
Louisiana, in Texas, in the Big Horn and Yellowstone 
Expeditions in 1876--77, and was engaged at Indian 
Creek, Wyo., July 17, 1876, and Slim Buttes, Dakota, 
Sept. 9--10, 1876, and also in the Ute Expedition in 
1879. He was Superintendent of the U. S. Military 
Academy from Sept. 1, 1882, to June 30, 1887, and was 
in command of the Department of the Missouri to July, 
1891, and of the Department of Dakota from that time 
to this. Of the great cavalry leaders in the Union Army 
which the war produced, viz.: Sheridan, Cooke, Pleas- 
anton, Grierson, Stoneman, Wilson, Merritt, Kilpat- 
rick, Custer, Buford, Gregg and Devin—Gen. Merritt is 
the only one still in active service. His military career, 
covering 35 years of continuous service, was a most 
brilliant one. FEntrusted with the command of a Major 
General at the age of 28, he fully justified the confi- 
dence placed in him by an unbroken series of victories. 
His career is an example and an inspiration for the 
young men of our Army. 

A recent despatch from Atlanta states that prominent 
business men there are still making efforts to have the 
headquarters of a military department of the South es- 
tablished there, that petitions are to be sent to Wash- 
ington, etc. But, so far as we are advised, the War 
Department, if it ever had the idea of organizing such 
a department, has abandoned the idea. 


The extraordinary ballistic resistance of Carnegie 
Harveyized armor was further demonstrated by a test 
which took place on Wednesday last at the Indian 
Head Proving Ground. The plate was successively at- 
tacked by two 12-inch Holtzer shells and a 13-inch Car- 
penter projectile with very flattering results for itself. 
The plate represented the second group of 18-inch 
armor for the belt of the battleship Oregon, weighing 
306 tons. The plate was 16 feet 91% inches long and 7 
feet 5 and 13-16 inches wide, tapering from a thickness 
of 18 inches at the top, which extended 4 feet down, to 
8 inches at the bottom. It weighed 79,300 pounds, and 
was fitted to an oak backing 36 inches in thickness at 
the foot of the plate, and 26 inches at the top, being 
held in place by 16 3 and 6-10-inch and 10 8 and 2-10- 
inch armor bolts. 

First round—12-inch gun was used; Holtzer projectile 
weighing 850 pounds, and charge of brown powder, 
294.8 pounds; velocity, 1,465 feet per second; energy, 
12,662 foot tons. The projectile struck the plate 78 
inches from the left end of the plate, 38 inches from 
the top, and about 7 inches below the bevel. 
It penetrated approximately 6 inches, and then 
broke up into comparatively small fragments, 
the head remaining welded in. ‘There were no 
cracks. A bulge was produced about the im- 
pact half an inch high, extending in an annular circle 
around the impact, its width being about 8 inches. As 
this was the cracking shot for acceptance, and no cracks 
were produced, Capt. Sampson ordered that the final or 
penetration shot for acceptance be fired. 

Second round—12-inch gun; Holtzer projectile weigh- 
ing 850 pounds; charge, 443.4 pounds brown powder; 
velocity, 1,926 feet per second; energy, 21,885 foot tons. 
The projectile struck the plate 42 inches to the right of 
the first impact, and a little closer to the bevel. <A 
crack formed on the right side of the impact, extending 
from top to bottom of the plate, and was from three- 
quarters to 1 inch in width. Around the impact an 
annular crater 3 inches deep and 6 inches in diameter 
was formed. The head of the projectile was mashed, 
resembling a clod of mud thrown against a brick wall. 
The sudden conversion of the energy of 22,000 foot tons 
of the shot into heat had produced a temperature sufficient 
to melt and weld together the two metals. The metal of 
the plate for a depth of 3 inches and for 6 inches around 
the point where the projectile struck had been fused 
and bubbled up like a volcanic crater. It however re- 
mained in the hole, the body and base falling outside. 
The estimated penetration was 10 inches. No damage 
was done to the armor bolts or backing. Upon this 
showing the plate was accepted. A 13-inch projectile 
was then fired at the plate. 

Round three—13-inch gun; Carpenter projectile weigh- 
ing 1,100 pounds; charge, 489.2 pounds brown powder, 
specially intended for guns of this calibre; velocity, 
1,810 feet per second; energy, 24,981 foot tons. Pro- 
jectile struck the plate 32 inches to ‘the left of the first 
impact. It penetrated only 10 inches, and broke up, 
the head remaining welded in the plate and the body 
and base rebounding. Although a crack developed from 
3 to 4 inches in width at the top of the plate and 2 
inches in width at the bottom, the plate still held to- 
gether, the crack not being apparently continuous. All 
the backing and structure behind the plate was crushed. 
The ability of the plate to keep out other projectiles 
was shown by the fact that only one armor bolt in the 
backing was destroyed. Everybody is praising the tough- 
ness of the metal, and seems to believe that the armor so 
far is the conqueror, instead of the conquered, as has 
heretofore believed to have been the case. 

Inspections of universities and colleges having officers 
of the Army detailed as Professors of Military Science, 
ete,, will be made during the next six weeks. - Orders 
have been issued to the Inspectors of the several Inspec- 
tion Districts to commence this work as soon as pos- 
sible, and instructions have been sent to them by the 
Department as to just how far their inspection is to go. 
As the new system of inspection is not exactly in good 
working order yet, a number of officers outside of the In- 


spection Corps will be ordered to inspect certain insti- 
tutions which are near their stations, and which are 
located too far away for the officers of the Inspection 
Corps to conveniently reach. A list of officers for this 
special duty has been made up by the War Department, 
together with the colleges they are to inspect, and spe- 
cific instructions have been sent them as to what their 
duties in this connection will be. It is understood that 
the Inspector General’s Department has recommended 
that these colleges be inspected by officers not in the In- 
spection Corps: Searcy College, Searcy, Ark.; Florida 
Agricultural College, at Lake City, Fla.; Washington 
University, St. Louis, Mo.; Ohio Normal University, 
Ada, Ohio; Austin College, Sherman, Texas; Baylor 
University, Waco, Texas; Agricultural and Mechanical 
College of Texas, College Station, Texas; Agricultural 
and Mechanical College of the State of Mississippi; 
Cumberland University, Lebanon, Tenn., and Memphis 
Institute, Memphis, Tenn. 





A despatch from Madrid, April 28, says: ‘“‘The report 
that the Allianca affair has been settled by Spain’s con- 
ceding the American claims is confirmed officially. The 
Spanish Government will give honorable satisfaction 
for the mistake, and admits that the Allianca was out- 
side her territorial waters when the Conde de Venadito 
fired upon her. Commanders of warships in Cuban 
waters have been instructed not to fire on vessels out- 
side the three-mile limit.” In answer to a statement 
that the officer in command of the Conde de Venadito 
had been promoted by being sent to Havana and placed 
on duty in the office of the Marine Commandant, the 
Spanish Minister says: “Promotions in our Navy go by 
strict seniority. To detail an officer from sea to land 
duty means to lose an important part of his pay. I may 
say in passing that, so far as this gentleman is con- 
cerned, he has received from Madrid a rebuke, and not 
a promotion. The Venedito, by the way, is not a gun- 
boat, as she has been usually characterized. She is a 
second-class cruiser, a sister ship of the Infanta Isa- 
bella, which was here at the naval review two years 
ago. Owing to the temporary absence of her command- 
er, Capt. Van de Fragata, Lieut. Harra was in com- 
mand.” 





The records of the preliminary examinations of en- 
listed men for commissions have been coming in at the 
War Department at a rapid rate recently. All the De- 
partments have been heard from with the exception of 
the Department of the Missouri. Although the classes 
in all the Departments heard from were large, the num- 
ber of men passing the examination was small, only 
twelve in all being recommended by the Examining 
Board for final examination for commissions. The 
chances of vacancies for these men are small. It has 
been estimated at the War Department that on July 1 only 
thirty-five vacancies will exist by retirement and other- 
wise. Three of the cadets will be assigned as addition- 
als to the Engineer Corps. As there are fifty-two mem- 
bers of the West Point graduating class, this will leave 
fourteen members of the class unprovided for, and they 
will have to be assigned as additionals. It can be seen, 
therefore, that even if any enlisted men do pass the ex- 
amination, their chances of securing commissions next 
fall are small. As they can be appointed to a commis- 
sion for a year after they pass the examination, how- 
ever, there is a possibility that some of them may se- 


Brig. Gen. G. M. Sternberg, Surgeon General of the 
Army, who has returned to the War Department from 
an inspection trip, expresses himself as being very much 
gratified with the condition of his Department. There 
was no especial amount of illness in the service and no 
disease prevalent. The medical officers were attentive 
to their duty, and efficient in their treatment of pa- 
tients, facts which were very acceptable to him. His 
itinerary included: Fort Monroe, Fort McPherson, 
Jackson Barracks, Fort Sam Houston, Fort Clark, Fort 
Bliss, Fort Logan, Fort Riley, Fort Leavenworth, Jef- 
ferson Barracks, Army and Navy General Hospital, 
Hot Springs, Ark., and Fort Thomas. 


On account of ill-health, Lieut. Col. William M. Wher- 
ry, 2d Inf., has been compelled to resign his appoint- 
ment as Military Secretary on the Staff of Lieut. Gen. 
Schofield. The Lieutenant General naturally regretted 
parting with Lieut. Col. Wherry and his illness, as the 
two officers have always been close friends. It is prob- 
able that Lieut. Col. Wherry will soon ask for sick 
leave. The vacancy has been filled by the appointment 
of Maj. Joseph P. Sanger, Inspector General, one of the 
popular and most efficient officers on duty at the War 
Department. Maj. Sanger will perform the duties of 
Military Secretary in addition to his present duties as 
Inspector General. 





There is a strong probability that the Naval Militia 
of the Eastern States will be given experience in fleet 
manceuvring during the summer cruise. Prepara- 
tions are in progress at the Navy Department to give 
these organizations a thorough training. All the ships 
of the North Atlantic Squadron, including the New 
York and the Columbia, which are expected to return to 
the United States within sixty days after the Kiel 
celebration, will be used for this purpose. 


Orders have been issued by the War Department di- 
recting that Lieut. Col. Kellogg and two companies of 
the 5th Inf., and two troops of the 3d Cav, go to Mem- 
phis, Tenn., and encamp there during the interstate 
drill at that place. 

It is understood to be among the probabilities that 
upon the return of the New York from Europe, Capt. 
Robley D. Evans may be relieved from her command 
and ordered to command another ship not now attached 
to the North Atlantic Station, the Maine. This vessel 
will be placed in commission about August next. 
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THE NEW FORAGE CAP. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

It is presumed that it is the desire at the War De- 
partment that all due weight should be given to the 
wishes and views of the infantry of our Army in the 
matter of their uniform. 

The officer on duty with the troops and stationed at 
a Post wears the uniform as his daily garb. That it 
should be serviceable, comfortable and look well, is, in 
truth, a matter of weight to him. It is always neces- 
sary that it should be a handsome dress, and one that 
will distinguish him from the wearers of livery and the 
servants of corporations. The forage cap that has been 
nearly thirty years the head dress of the infantry as 
nearly approaches perfection as any cap devised. It 
has become distinctly American, and is not now worn in 
other armies. The utmost conservatism in the uniform 
of the National Army is wisdom. The Army should be 
a very symbol of patriotism and nationality. To have 
the uniform of the Army an imitation of foreign uni- 
forms, or the livery of, railway corpcrations, is revolting 
to all Americans who have outgrown the spirit of pro- 
vincialism. 

If we had, with slight modifications, the uniform of 
the Revolution, we would be quite as well clothed for 
service as at present, and, as a matter of sentiment, the 
uniform would be more respected. While heroic con- 
duct may be possible in the garb of a clown, the clown’s 
costume is not the appropriate garb of him who should 
in some measure attempt to cultivate the heroic virtues. 

The old forage cap suits the infantry of the United 
States Afmy. Few desire a change. The few—probably 
not 10 per cent. of the officers of infantry have been 
heard. The other 90 per cent. were satisfied, and said 
nothing . 





“The shallows murmur, 
While the deeps are dumb.” 

The writer knows of but two infantry officers who 
want the railway corporation cap. One cavalry officer 
at his Post has desired a change, but says the street car 
conductor’s cap is not exactly what he wanted. He 
further states that 80 per cent. of cavalry officers con- 
sulted wanted a change. 

If the cavalry wants a change in the forage cap, why 
not let the infantry retain the old forage cap, and let 
the cavalry experiment to their full satisfaction with the 
hideous monstrosity or ticket taker’s nightmare recom- 
mended by the board. The writer endeavored to get 
his opinion of the proposed change before the War De- 
partment through the official channels in order that it 
might not be taken for granted because of silence that 
he and other officers desired a change. He was unable 
to get his communication on the subject forwarded, as 
it was thought that any objection to proposed change in 
the forage cap might be construed as forestalling the 
action of the Department.

The new forage cap should have the number of regi- 
ment or device of corps added to its present ornament, 
A number in silver edged or piped with color of facings 
could be placed under the eagle; insignia of staff corps in 
same place. For regimental officers a small circle about 
the size of a nickle, edged with gold and bearing a 
silver number on a field, the color of facings. This is 
necessary to place officers when the overcoat is worn, 
which conceals the collar ornaments, and if in addition 
to overeoats top boots are worn, concealing entirely 
stripes on trousers, all officers, staff and line, would be 
precisely alike in dress; there would be nothing to dis- 
tinguish a cavalry officer from a medical officer, or a 
Quartermaster from a Light Art. officer, ete., ete. 
Nothing short of a direct question could establish an 
officers status. PRECISION. 


As you invite opinions on the new cap and blouse, per- 
mit me to state that, while money is an object to me, I 
never expect to spend any more willingly than by pur- 
chasing a new cap of late pattern, and the blouse is also 
a welcome change, except that I think there is too much 
on the collar. One sabre or rifle on a side would be 
sufficient. But the main point is that we are getting 
out of the rut. If the same board would only succeed 
in getting the full dress coat and helmet abolished, and 
eventually the color of our uniform changed to cadet 
gray, they will have done the Army a service which will 
be of great comfort and value to this and coming gen- 
erations. They should adopt for the Quartermaster’s 
Dept., instead of the letters P. D. Q., the letters P. D. 
S., the latter being more appropriate. 


Fort Leavenworth, Kan., April 24.—One of the strong- 
est objections to the new cap which can be made, and 
one which expresses the views of many officers, is that 
the present cap is and has been for many years, with 
some slight modifications as to shape, the military cap 
of this country. There is no little boy in the country 
who, upon being shown a forage cap, would not at once 
pronounce it a “soldier cap.” Every military picture 
of the late war, and every military picture since, shows 
the forage cap. Associations of this kind count for 
something. In foreign services it is recognized that 
esprit de corps is promoted and fostered by preserving 
even accident and eccentricities of uniform. Surely a 
cap which has been worn for so long can not be utterly 
bad. The cap which has been found fault with is not 
really the uniform cap, but a modification of it, made by 
officers and furnishers to secure a more dressy appear- 
ance. Why not deepen the cap and substitute a droop- 
ing visor, if those changes are necessary, but leave the 
shape much as it has been for over thirty years? The 
Army would then have a good cap and military asso- 
ciations would be preserved.—Kansas City Times. 


I have just read your comment on the new cap, and 
wish to thank you for what you say. This is a large 
post, and every officer whom I have heard express an 
opinion, is surprised and disgusted with the change in 
the uniform. A few men who talk and write much 
create the impression that a change is wanted by of- 
ficers who wear the uniform, when the contrary is the 
fact. The new blouse retains all the bad features of the 
the old, with many other bad ones added. If the whole 
order were revoked a sigh of relief would go up from at 
least 1,200 officers. I do not write this for publication, 
and have no desire to appear in print, but the Journal 
is the only way the majority of officers can express 
their opinion, which, I am sure, you are willing to no- 
tice. These frequent, unnecessary and thoughtless 
changes in the uniform are not beneficial to discipline 
nor conducive to a desire on the part of an officer to 


present a neat and military appearance. I feel like 
using much stronger language, which I have heard used 
by others on this subject. 


The majority of the officers of the Ninth Foot are 
well pleased with the new cap. Some would like a lit- 
tle more flare to the top, but it has two great advan- 
tages to recommend it to favor. It is comfortable, and 
it is United States. We have the German helmets, the 
I'rench cap, the Russian shoulder knot and a Swedish 
gun.

Brevet Maj. Gen. John Newton, Brig. Gen., U. 8S. A., 
the distinguished soldier and Engineer, died on the 
morning of May 1 at his residence in New York City. 
of Pneumonia. He has suffered much from rheumatism 
during the past few years and contracted a cold about 
a month ago, which developed into pneumonia. The de- 
ceased officer was born in Norfolk, Va., in 1823, entered 
the Military Academy in 1838, was graduated in 1842 
second in a class of 56, and promoted to the Corps of 
Engineers. With the exception of some three years at 
West Point as Professor of Engineering, and while Chief 
Engineer of the Utah expedition in 1858, he was engaged 
in the construction of fortifications on the Atlantic and 
Gulf Coasts until the outbreak of the Civil War in 1861, 
when, after serving as Chief Engineer of the Dep. of 
Pennsylvania and of the Shenandoah, he was, in August 
1861, appointed a Brig. Gen. of Vols. and commanded 
a brigade in the defense of Washington, at the same 
time performing the duties of an Engineer in the con- 
struction of those works, until the spring of 1862. 
With the Army of the Potomac he led his command in 
the expedition to West Point, at Gaines’ Mill and at 
Glendale, Va., at South Mountain and Antietam, Md., 
and at Fredericksburg, December 1862, where he com- 
manded a division. Promoted to be Maj. Gen. March 
30, 1863, he commanded the 3d Division of the 6th 
Corps in the storming of Marye Heights, May 3, 1863, 
at Gettysburg he succeded to the command of the Ist 
Corps, July 2, 1863, which he retained until after the re- 
organization of the Army March, 1864, when he was 
transferred to the West where he led a division of the 
4th Corps, in the campaign which resulted in the cap- 
ture of Atlanta, September, 1864; commanded various 
districts in Florida from October, 1864, to January, 1866, 
when he resumed duty with his corps, in which he had 
risen to be Lieutenant Colonel. In April, 1866, he was 
ordered to New York to begin a number of improve- 
ments, the greatest of which was the removal of obstruc- 
tions in the river at Hell Gate. Hallett’s Reef and Flood 
Rock, having been scientifically mined under his direc- 
tion, was destroyed by two great explosions, the first on 
Sept. 24, 1876, and the second on Oct. 10, 1885. Gen. 
Newton’s wonderful engineering work in these matters 
excited the admiration of Engineers all over the world 
and many compliments were showered on him. He was 
elected a member of the National Academy of Sciences, 
und was made an honorary member of the American 
Society of Civil Engineers. In 1879 he was promoted 
Colonel, and March 6, 1884, was appointed Chief of 
Engineers with the rank of Brig. Gen. On August 27, 
1886, he was retired at his own request, and on the fol- 
lowing day was made Commissioner of Public Works, 
New York City, which he resigned November 24, 1888, 
to become President of the Panama Railroad Company, 
which position he held up to the time of his death. This 
is but a brief record of a distinguished career. He was 
an able Engineer and an honest man. That he was an 
able and a gallant soldier is evidenced by his brevets 
from Lieut. Col. to Maj. Gen. for Antietam, Gettys- 
burg, Peach Tree Creak, Atlanta and in the field gen- 
erally during the War. The funeral took place from St. 
Xaviers Church, New York, May 4, with military 
honors, the regular Army in New York Harbor furnish- 
ing the military escort, and many officers of the Army 
and Navy being present. He leaves a widow, five sons 
and one daughter, Mary. The sons are Virginius, John 
T., Augustin M., Victor M., and Thomas. 


MEDICAL INSPECTOR KERSHNER. 


We have received a copy of the charges and specifica- 
tions preferred by the Secretary of the Navy against 
Kdward Kershner, a Medical Inspector in the U. S. N. 

Under charge IL, Violation of a lawful regulation is- 
sued by the Secretary of the Navy, are two specifica- 
tions quoting the correspondence concerning Dr. Kersh- 
ner’s refusal to attend a call from a Nova Scotia vessel, 
appearing in the Army and Navy Journal of March 30, 
page 510, and alleging that the accused did, on or 
about March 1, 1895, forward the correspondence in a 
private letter to Surg. Gen. Tryon, and to Medical Di- 
rector Delavan Bloodgood, U. 8S. N., retired. 

Charge II1.—Scandalous conduct to the destruction of 
good morals. The two specifications allege that being 
called before a Court of Inquiry held on board the steam- 
er New York, flagship of the N. A. Station, and he, the 
said Kershner, well knowing that he had, on or about 
the Ist day of March, 1895, forwarded to the Surgeon 
General of the Navy, at Washington, D. C., substantial 
copies of the several reports, letters and indorsements 
referred to in the first specification of the first of these 
charges, did state to said court that no copy of these 
part of said correspondence had left his hands at any 
time, except a copy of the second indorsement signed by 
Rear Adml. Meade; and the said Kershner, well know- 
ing that such his sworn testimony was false and intend- 
ed to deceive, did thereby knowingly and wilfully vio- 
late the sanctity of the oath taken by him to tell the 
truth, the whole truth and nothing but the truth; this 
to the seandal and disgrace of the Naval service; and 
he, the said Kershner, well knowing that he had, on or 
about the Ist day of March, 1895, forwarded to Medical 
Director Delavan Bloodgood, U. 8S. N., (retired), at 
Brooklyn, N. Y., substantial copies of all the several re- 
ports, letters and indorsements referred to in the sec- 
ond specification of the first of these charges, did state 
to said court that no copy of any part of said cor- 
respondence had left his hands. 

The testimony before the Court of Inquiry referred 
to was as follows: 

Question.—Please state your name, rank and duty. 

Answer.—Edward Kershner, Medical Inspector U. 8. 
N., attached to the New York. 

Q.—Do you recognize the text or substance of this 
newspaper article, or of any part thereof? If so, as 
what. 

A.—Yes; this is a correspondence of Capt. Evans and 
Adml. Meade on a man of a Nova Scotia vessel. 

Q.—Have you seen the original correspondence of 
which this is a printed copy? 

A.—Yes. 

Q.—Please state what persons, to your knowledge, 
saw the original or a copy of the letter you refer to, or 
its indorsements, or both. 


A.—I showed the original to Dr. Urie, Pay Inspector 
Beaman—I do not remember what other persons saw 
it. I showed it to several officers. 

Q.—Can you mention the names of any other officers 
who saw it besides Passed Asst. Surg. Urie and Pay 
Inspector Beaman? 

A.—I think I showed it to Capt. Russell; I think I 
showed it to Dr. Cook. 

Q.—Did you show or send this letter, or the indorse- 
ments thereon, or a copy of either or both to any per- 
son, or allow it to be shown to any person not men- 
tioned already in your evidence? 

A.—No, sir; not that I remember. 

Q.—Did you show or send this letter, or the indorse- 
ments thereon, or a copy of either of both, to any per- 
son with a view to its publication in any paper, or the 
expectation that it would, with or without your direct 
or implied consent, be published? 

A.—I certainly did not. It was to my interest to con- 
ceal, rather than to reveal, the letter. 

Q.—Do you know of anybody, not already mentioned 
in your evidence, having seen this letter, or the indorse- 
ments, or a copy thereof? 

A.—I do not know of any others. 

Q.—Do you know how this correspondence came into 
the possession of the press? 

A.—I have not the slightest idea. 

Q.—Do you know of any person having made a copy 
of any part of this correspondence? 

A.—I made a copy of it for myself. 

Q.—Has this copy, or a copy thereof, left your hands 
at any time? 

Q.—No; and I destroyed it about two weeks ago. 

Q.—Do you know of anybody having had access to 
the original in such a way as to enable that person to 
make a copy thereof? 

A.—I do not; no person could have taken any such 
copy except by opening my desk without my authority. 

(.—Have you detailed the contents of this letter to 
any person in conversation? 

A.—No. 

The foregoing testimony having been read over to 
him by the Judge Advocate of said court, he, the said 
Kershner, did state that he desired to amend his an- 
swer to the question, 

Did you show or send this letter or the indorse- 
ments thereon, or a copy of either or both to any 
person, or allow it to be shown to any person not 
mentioned in your evidence? 

by making the following addition to the answer: 

I sent a copy of some of the indorsements to the 
Navy Department. 

The said Kershner being thereupon further interro- 
gated before the court, did testify in substance and ef- 
fect as follows: 

Question.—Will you please state what part of the let- 
ter or its indorsements was copied by you and sent to 
the Department? 

Answer.—The Admiral’s indorsement. 

Q.—To whom was this sent? 

A.—I sent a copy of the main points in it to the Sur- 
geon General. 

Q.—Did you send a verbatim copy of any part of this 
correspondence to the Surgeon General? 

A.—I sent a verbatim copy of the second indorsement 
signed by Rear Adml. Meade. 

Q.—Do you know whether the Surgeon General has 
had a copy of the full correspondence? 

A.—I do not. 

Q.—Was the indorsement sent to the Surgeon General 
officially or unofficially? 

A.—I forwarded it unofficially in a personal letter.

He had held a_responsible position for many years 
with the Frank Leslie Publishing Co. 

Mr. R. H. Cotton, who died April 17 at Rockford, 
Ill., was the father of Capt. G. P. Cotton, Ist Art. 
He was one of the oldest Settlers of Northern Llinois, 
a highly respected gentleman with a large circle of 
friends. 

Mrs. Gertrude Elizabeth Caron, who died suddenly at 
Turin, Italy, April 26, was the widow of Mr. Chas.

The “Boston Transcript” asks for information in re- 
gard to a valuable sword presented by the City of Bal- 
timore to Lieut. Henry S. Newcomb, U. 8. N., for serv- 
ices in the defence of Fort McHenry during the War 
of 1812. The sword was left with some New York jew- 
eler on the eve of his departure for the Mediterranean, 
1825. On the return he was lost with his command, and 
the brig Helen, Nov. 1, 1825. ‘The sword has disap- 
vwared. It was engraved “Lieut. Henry S. Newcomb.” 

Col. R. H. McLean, who was recently appointed by 
President Dole Commander in Chief of the Hawaiian 
forces, and who is now en route for Hawaii, was gradu- 
ated from the Naval Academy at Annapolis in 1872, 
leaving that institution as one of the five honor men of 
his class. His career in the Naval service until his 
resignation in September, 1888, stamped him as an of- 
ficer of exceptional executive ability. Navy officers gen- 
erally commend President Dole’s Chief in the highest 
terms, and feel certain that Col. McLean’s future will 
reflect credit not only on himself and his country, but 
on the United States Naval Academy. 

There is a strong probability that the Navy Depart- 
ment will soon take steps looking to the arrest of pro- 
ceedings against certain members of the firm of Atha & 
Illingsworth, of Newark, N. J., charged with attempt 
to defraud. It will be remembered that recently a lot 
of gun castings manufactured by this firm were rejected 
on account of defects which were concealed, it is alleged, 
by means of plugs. The castings were returned to the 
firm and it machined them, removing the defects. In 
the meantime proceedings had been instituted against 
some of the members of the firm. The Department offi- 
cials have come to the conclusion that, as the govern- 
ment has suffered no harm and the castings are satis- 
factory, further proceedings against the men charged 
with attempt to defraud is not necessary. 

Secretary Herbert now has before him for consider- 
ation the reports of the Board of Bureau Chiefs on the 
plans for the new composite gunboats. Two reports 
were submitted, one a majority and the other a mi- 
nority report. ‘Che majority report was signed by Commo. 
Matthews, Capt. Sampson, Engineer-in-Chief Melville 
and Lieut. Singer and called for twin screws and merely 
auxiliary sail power with a draft of twelve feet. The 
minority report, signed by Chief Naval Constructor 
Hichborn and Comdr. Chadwick, recommended one 
screw and a large u-ea of sail power, about the same 
quantity as the Chief Naval Constructor made plans 
for—11,000 feet—in the plans, he submitted to the Board. 
The remaining features of the plans for the vessels 
recommended by both reports are practically the same 
as those submitted by Chief. Naval Constructor Hich- 
born and which the Journal has already described. 


At the inaugural ceremonies at the opening of the 
Baltic Canal, the German Navy will be represented by 
twenty-eight warships, with crews numbering 364 offi- 
cers and 9,047 men. This is in addition to torpedo- 
boats and other small crafts. Thirteen foreign nations 
will take part in the review, with about fifty men-of-war 
and crews of 762 officers, among them twelve admirals 
and 16,000 men. On the imperial squadron passing 
through the Baltic Canal the ironclad Woerth, com- 
manded by Prince Henry, is to come last in the proces- 
sion, behind the North German Lloyd steamers Kaiser 
Wilhelm Il. and Trave, and the Hamburger packet 
steamers Augusta Victoria and Columbia. This ar- 
rangement has been made as a precaution, for at the 
opening of the canal it will not be certain that the 
depth of 29 feet is uniform. The Woerth draws 24 feet 
so that she might run aground and thus block the way 
for the other vessels. The vessels will pass the flood- 
gates at Brunsbiittel at intervals of ten to fifteen min- 
utes. The Hohenzollern will probably arrive there at 
four in the morning, while the last vessel will not be 
there till eight. The vessels will pass through the canal 
at similar intervals. The Hohenzollern will most likely 
pass Rendsburg at ten in the morning, and arrive at 
Holtenau at one o’clock, where at two the ceremony of 
laying the keystone is to begin. 


A British soldier, in Paris, who wore a Waterloo 
medal, was accosted by a French Grenadier, wearing 
ov his breast a badge of the Legion of Honor, which is 
much superior to the former in point of intrinsic value.

ARMY UNIFORMS. 
(From “Harper's Weekly’ for May 4.) 

The subject of what to wear always seems to be a 
vexed question in our little Army, and the advantages 
and disadvantages of this or that pattern of coat or cap 
are discussed over and over again in all departments of 
the service, from the headquarters of the general officer 
commanding the Army to the barracks of a one-company 
post on the remote frontier. Many changes in the pre- 
scribed uniform have occurred since the days of “the 
war,” but most of such changes have been but a con- 
tinuation of slight modifications—not always in the way 
of improvement—in the uniform in general use in the 
Federal forces at that time, at least as far as the fa- 
tigue or undress uniform of the Army is concerned. The 
blue sack coat of that period gradually evolved into the 
five-button blouse with rolling collar. This gave place 
only a year or two ago to a much-braided buttonless 
garment with standing collar, which, now, vide a re- 


cent War Department order, is to be deprived of most 
of its braid, and in its much simpler aspect is to be the 
regulation service or undress coat of commissioned of- 
ficers until the next change comes, while the present 
forage cap, a shallow-topped survival of the French 
képi, disappears to make room for a marvelous contriv- 
ance in the way of headgear for both officers and en- 
listed men. 

The new blouse is very simple in design; in cut and 
general shape much the same as that now in use, but 
braided only on “the front edges, the bottom, the collar, 
and on each side’ where there is a “vertical opening on 
each hip.” The letters U. S. in gold and the distinctive 
insignia of the branch of the service to which the of- 
ficer belongs will be attached to the collar, the present

forage cap ornament being worn for that purpose—or. 
namentation of an illustrated reading matter kind. The 
sword belt will be worn under the garment as at pres- 
ent, the sword hook passing through the vertical open- 
ing on the left side, except in field service, when it will 
be worr outside the blouse, the revolver, as is the cus- 
tom in our service, being carried in a holster on the 
right side of the belt. It would seem that the main ad- 
vantage possessed by the new blouse over the coat now 
in use lies in its reduced cost, owing to the suppression 
of the ornamental! braid on breast and sleeves. 

The present forage cap is not a very practical or com- 
fortable head covering, but it has a certain jaunty mili- 
tary air entirely lacking in that to be worn in the Army 
after Jan. 1, 1896, unless a kind Providence causes a 
change to come over the minds of the gentlemen having 
in charge the regulations governing the clothi of 
Uncle Sam’s soldiers. Made of dark blue cloth, three 
and one-quarter inches high, this cap has a black mo- 
hair “band one and a half inches wide, with projecting 
welts, a visor of black patent leather,” and is in shape 
a cross between the cap of a sleeping car porter and 
that now warn by Naval officers. You may see some- 
thing like it every day on the heads of many bicycle 
riders, and it ee no great flight of fancy to picture 
the eager glee of a street urchin inquiring of some hon- 
est fellow, in town “on pass” and doomed by semen’ 
ment order to wear this most unmartial looking head piece 
what had happened to his wheel, or whether he had 
“bust his tire.” While comfort and practicability are 
the main things to be considered in all military dress 
and equipment, it seems obvious that due regard for at- 
tractive and soldierly appearance should not be lost 
sight of.

The Secretary of War directs that, upon the receipt of 
this order, there be prepared at eac h military post a list 
of all convicts in continement there on April 30, 1595. These 
lists shall contain the name of each conyict, the regiment 
and company in which he last served, the number, date and 
source of the courc martial order promulgating his sen- 
tence, the date when each sentence will expire, including 
the allowauce for good time. They shall also show, in the 
column of remarks, what the conduct of the prisoner has 
been during the period of his continement, the time earned 
by good conduct, and the time forfeited by violations of 
discipline; and to this shall be added a statement of char- 
ucter in each case as determined by the kuowledge and ob- 
servation of the post commander, together with any other 
remarks or recommendations necessary to a full understand- 
ing of the merits of each particular case.

G. GC. M. CASES. 

In a recent case of a soldier tried at Fort Omaha for 
drunkenness, ete., the reviewing authority, Gen. Brooke, 
says: “The consideration of five previous convictions by 
summary court was duly authorized, but the copies of the 
record of such convictions accompanying the charges not 
being duly authenticated, the court properly declined to re- 
ceive them in evidence. To remedy this defect in the copies 
it appears that the judge advocate offered to establish their 
authenticity by the testimony of the Post Adjutant, which 
offer was declined by the court, and his further offer of the 
original records of such previous convictions was likewise 
declined, the only reason given being that the copies ac- 
companying the charges ‘should have been duly authenti- 
cated before presented to the court.’ The action of the 
court in rejecting this evidence, which was in fact the best 
evidence that could be produced of the facts sought to be 
established, is based upon insuflicient and trivial grounds, 
und amounts to a refusal to fully discharge its duties. The 
result is the retention in the service of one whose record re- 
veals him a worthless character and a desirable riddance, 
The reception of this evidence was so plainly the duty of 
the court as to preclude the belief that In rejecting it a 
majority of its members were mindful of the obligations 
they had assumed to well and truly try and determine every 
issue arising in the case referred to it.”

Capt. Edward M. Field, 4th U. S. Art., delivered an 
interesting address before the Newport Artillery last 
week, Which was listened to with great interest. Capt. 
Yield referred to his experience in the War as showing 
that the city bred young man had the advantage phys- 
ivally and intellectually over the countryman, when 
it came to service in the field. “I have always had a 
heory,” he said, “that the ideal company, physically 
onsidered, must be composed entirely of floor-walkers.”’

The Bering Sea Patrol Fleet will probably consist of 
seven vessels during the coming summer ‘Three of 
these—the Rush, Corwin and Bear—are now on their 
way to the sealing grounds to guard the herd of seals 
on their migration through the Northern Pacific to Ber- 
ing Sea. Orders have been issued to the Fish Commis- 
sion vessel Albatross, directing her to co-operate with 
the Revenue Cutter vessels. The Revenue Cutter Per- 
ry is now at Mare Island fitting out for the season's 
work, after her long cruise around the Horn. She will 
get away about May 15, and some days earlier than 
that it is expected the Revenue Cutters Walcott and 
Grant will start for Bering Sea. ‘The entire squadron 
will be under the command of Capt. Hooper, of the 
Revenue Cutter Rush, and instructions for the guidance 
of the commanding oflicers of vessels have been sent to 
him by the Treasury Department. These instructions 
are intended to supplement the general regulations gov- 
erning vessels employed in fur seal fishing, which were 
issued in pamphlet form some time ago. ‘They are for 
the guidance of the officers of the Patrol Fleet only, 
and are not made public. We learn, however, that they 
have been somewhat changed from last year, and give 
the officers considerable more latitude in making seiz- 
ures than the instructions issued last year, and under 
which such large numbers of seals were taken. It is 
said that under the instructions issued this year, the 
Captains of the Patrol Fleet will be able to seize al- 
most every vessel found under suspicious circumstances 
anywhere in the neighborhood of the seal herd. ‘hese 
instructions have been a matter of repeated conference 
between the Treasury oltlicials and the State Depart- 
ment, and between the State Department and the Brit- 
ish Embassy, and while they are much more unfavor- 
able to the Canadian sealers than were those of last 
year, it is understood that they have the approval of Sir 
Julian Pauncefote and the British Government. In 
view of the movement which was set on foot in the last 
session of Congress, proposing the immediate extinction 
of the seal herd on account of the impossibility of pro- 
tecting the animals under the regulations of last year, 
the operation of the fleet this year under the new in- 
structions will be watched with great interest. If the 
tleet succeeds in preventing the wholesale slaughter of 
seals, it is probable that the United States will con- 
tinue the present method of dealing with the sealing 
problem. If, however, the slaughter continues this year 
on the same scale as last year, it is not improbable 
that Congress will get rid of the troublesome difliculty 
by providing for the immediate killing of all the seals 
in the Bering Sea herd. 


By the visit of the Hon. Warner Miller, President of 
the Nicaraguan Canal Company, to Washington on 
Monday last, the Administration became impressed 
with the necessity of having ships in Nicaraguan waters. 
Accordingly, orders were issued by Secretary Herbert 
to the commanders of the Alert and the Atlanta to go 
at once to San Juan del Sud and Greytown, respective- 
ly, and protect the property of the canal company in 
case any danger should appear as a result of Great 
Britain's attitude. ‘The Montgomery will also start for 
Greytown about April 7, carrying on board the mem- 
bers of the Nicaraguan Canal Commission, who have 
been in session during the past week in this city. There 
is fear in Administration circles of a revolution in 
Nicaragua in case there should be a payment of the 
indemnity demanded by Great Britain, and it is with a 
view to giving thorough protection to American inter- 
ests, that the now in Nicaraguan 
waters. Instructions have issued to their com- 
manders to land marines to protect the canal property. 
They are directed, however, to in no way interfere with 
the British-Nicaraguan controversy.

Reforging armor plates in the method proposed by the 
Steel Company promises to be a complete 
success. An experimental plate made by the company 
was fired at on Saturday last at the Indian Head Prov- 
ing Ground with very satisfactory results. It was a 6- 
inch plate which had first been forged to a thickness of 
8 inches, after which it had been carbonized and then 
reforged until it was reduced in thickness -to 6 inches, 
A G-inch gun was used in the test. The first projectile 
—a Wheeler-Sterling armor piercing projectile—was 
fired with a striking velocity of 2,100 feet per second. 
The result of the shot was merely to crack the plate 
slightly in the vicinity of the point of impact and loosen 
a bulge on the back of the plate about 20 inches in 
diameter. The head of the projectile was welded into 
the plate. The second projectile—a Carpenter armor 
piercing projectile—was fired with the same velocity, 
and produced practically the same effect on the plate 
as did the first one, except that one of the radial cracks 
made by the first impact was extended to the corner of 
the plate nearest the point of impact. The test satisfied 
the officers of the Ordnance Bureau that the reforged 6- 
inch plate is undoubtedly superior to a 6-inch plate 
which has not been reforged, but an exact gauge of its 
value cannot be determined until more extensive experi- 
ments have been made. It is the determination of the 
ordnance Bureau to ascertain just how much this ex- 
perimental plate will stand, and it is probable that an 


Carnegie 


8-inch projectile will be fired at it in the near future. 
It is hoped that the result of these experiments will be 
such as to justify the Department in making some re- 
duction in the thickness of the armor to be put on fu- 
ture vessels, thus effecting a great saving in weight. In 
addition to testing the experimental plate on Saturday 
the third lot of 13-inch semi-armor-piercing Sterling 
shells was tested. These shells differ from the ordinary 
shells in that they are expected to penetrate a thickness 
of Harveyized armor equal to two-thirds of the calibre 
of the projectile without exploding the bursting charge. 
In the test a 13-inch shell was fired through a 7-inch 
nickel-steel oil-tempered plate without damage to the 
shell. It was deflected by the plate, however, in such a 
way thatit struck the structure and broke in two. It was 
evident, however, that the explosive charge would have 
been carried through the armor. The Bureau of Ordnance 
has decided, however, that the shells are not quite up 
to the required standard, and the lot will not be ac- 
cepted in their present condition, but will be retreated, 
and will, perhaps, be softened and toughened so as not 
to be broken so easily as was the one fired in the test 
referred to. 


There is general disgust throughout the New York 
National Guard with the postponement of the parade 
in New York City ordered for last Tuesday. It saved the 
brand new uniforms of the Governor's gorgeous staff, and 
gave them a few days more for equestrian practice, but 
it put to unnecessary expense the large body of the hard 
working rank and file who cannot afford to have two 
days knocked out of a single week for a show parade. 
Such a postponement is opposed to precedent, and is 
in the line of a return to the old days of fuss and 
feathers in the National Guard, against which we pro- 
pose to utter our protest at all times. We remember 
once traveling around New York Harbor, on an inspect- 
ing tour, with Gen. Sherman in the rain, and the good 
natured sarcasm the old veteran indulged in at the ex- 
pense of the civilian Secretary of War, who accom- 
panied the party, carrying an umbrella. Gentlemen who 
have no other conception of military service than to 
wear a uniform and drag a sword after them on a fine 
day or under shelter, should seek an engagement on the 
stage in the opera bouffe of the Grand Duke of Gerol- 
stein. Perhaps the Governor of New York is so restrict- 
ed in the matter of a military staff that it will not do 
to take any risks with them. Just think of the Gov- 
ernor of Georgia, with his eighty-four Aides, all in their 
gorgeous, brand new uniforms, as Lieutenant Colonels! 
It is said that the people in the streets have to look at 
them through smoked glasses when they pass by. 


The downfall of the carpet-bag régime in the South is 
the subject of the last instalment of the “History of the 
Last Quarter Century in the United States,” by Presi- 
dent E. Benjamin Andrews, of Brown University, which 
appears in “Scribner’s Magazine” for May. President 
Andrews was an officer of Volunteers during our War 
of the Rebellion, and thoroughly familiar with the 
period he describes. He shows how the demoralization 


and helplessness of the South. at the close of 
the war resulted in the temporary transfer of 
power to thieving negroes and their even more 


dishonest coadjutors from the North. The colored leg- 
islators of South Carolina furnished the State House 
with gorgeous clocks at $480 each, mirrors at $750 and 
chandeliers at $650. Their own apartments were a bar- 
baric display of gegaws, carpets and upholstery. 
South Carolina appears to have fallen upon a fate 
scarcely better in the rule of their present State Gov- 
ernment, and the members of the old régime have heen 
forced by the irony of circumstances to do violence to 
all their traditions of States rights by an appeal to the 
Federal courts. 


The report of the investigation made into the recent 
accident to one of the guns of the cruiser Olympia, by 
which a gunner was killed, is awaited with considerable 
interest at the Navy Department. It has been learned 
officially at the Department that the accident was due 
to the absence of liquid in the recoil cylinder, which 
permitted the gun, after it had been fired, to push back 
with considerable rapidity. Under the instructions to 
ordnance officers in the Gunnery Drill Book, this para- 
graph is found: “As recoil cylinders occasionally leak, 
even when they seem quite tight, especial attention will 
be directed to them during the daily inspection, in order 
to ascertain whether there is any perceptible leak. Loss 
of liquid therefrom will be supplied at once. Before 
every firing, unless an emergency makes this impracti- 
cable, the recoil cylinders shall be invariably examined 
and filled.” In view of the apparent violation of this 
paragraph, ordnance officers are looking for new devel- 
opments in this affair. 

The “Cincinnati Enquirer’ of April 14 publishes an 
article with these display headings: “Abolished—the 
once popular belief that soldiers live on pork and hard- 
tack. Uncle Sam's boys dine daily on the best. They 
have a chef and use silver-plated ware. If the meals do 
not suit, they can get dainties at the Post Exchange.” 
Here follows a description of the Mess Hall and the 
mess fare at Fort Thomas. The writer’s conclusion is 
that “If the rest of the men in the United States Army 
are as well fed and their food is as well cooked and 
served as that at Fort Thomas—the enlisted men of our 
Army have no cause for complaint.””

REVENUE CUTTER SERVICE. 

The cutter MeLane, Capt. Wiley, has arrived at 
Ala., from Tampa, Fla., where she received 
rary repairs, She needs thorough repairs which will be made 
at Mobile. The cutter Morrill, Capt. Slam, will cover the 
MeLane’s cruising ground around Key West while she is 
being repaired. The cutter Perry, Capt. Smith, arrived at 
San Diego, Cal., on April 22 from New York, after a passage 
of 122 days, and sailed for San Francisco on April 23. Capt. 
Smith, speaking of affairs at Callao, Peru, on his arrival 
there on March 24 last, is reported as follows: ‘“‘We ar- 
rived at Callao on March 24. I immediately sent an officer 
to the American Consul General, Leon Jastremski, placing 
a gig at his disposal. He came off in great excitement, say- 
ing that American interests were in danger and that Amer- 
icans were liable to lose their lives unless some protection 
was afforded them. He told me of the attempt to burn the 
American legation at Lima. IL immediately detailed officers, 
2> men and a rapid-tiring gun, with 30 rounds of ammuni- 
tion, to aid Gen, Jastremski whenever circumstances should 
require, The force was held in readiness to disembark at 
a moment's warning. I went to Lima and paid a visit to 
the American Minister, Mr. McKenzie. At Lima there were 
evidences of fighting on every hand. The streets were lit- 
tered with lime to destroy the stench made by the bodies 
and [T saw about 1,500 bodies of men slain the day before. 
Windows were broken, houses honeycombed with bullets, 
and many had been burned to the ground. Devastation was 
to be seen everywhere. The street in front of the legation 
was closed by a barricade, on either side of which had been 
placed the rapid-firing guns of the Caceristas and Montene- 
ros. The shot flew like hail in the vicinity, and the walls 
of the Amertean legation were pierced. Mrs. McKenzie had 
been standing near the window looking out when her hus- 
band called her away, and as she turned a shot passed the 
Mr. MeKenzie imme-

spot where she had been standing. 
diately afterwards sent his wife and two other American 
women out of the country. I received a letter from Mr. 


McKenzie thanking me for the peotectien offered the Ameri- 
ean Consul, and notifying me that in his Judgment the pro- 


visional government was established firmly enough to pre- 
vent further outbreaks. Gen. Jastremski also wrote me a 
cordial letter of thanks, in which he intimated that the lit- 


tle revenue cutter was an invaluable aid at the juncture in 
preventing harm to American interests at Callao.”

between eleven and twelve knots per hour. The 
lumbia returns in very good shape, having ben the 
oughly overhauled and refitted only last February 
no very extensive repairs will be needed on her.

The order Ww 
obeyed, and at sundown the Minneapolis was hull dot 
ahead of the fleet. At 9 o’clock her speed was redut 
to eight knots, and the fleet caught up with her six how 
later. The next day at noon it was found that she h 
burned only sixty-seven tons of coal in twenty-fo! 
hours, while the New York had burned eighty-four te 
in the same time. The Minneapolis had averaged twet 
tons a day less than the New York, to maintain 
13-knot speed, and the New York had to be pushed 
tun 15 knots, while that rate was only ‘child’s play’ f 
the big boat with the three screws.”

Assistant Secretary McAdoo upon his return to Wash- 
ington from his trip to the West Indies, gave out this 
interview for publication: 

“My trip on the Columbia to the West Indies and 
(Central America has been exceedingly instructive to me, 
and I have learned and unlearned a great deal. It will 
certainly be of the greatest assistance to me in my 
juties at the Department, and I will consider that | 
have done great service to the Government if I have 
encouraged my successors in this office to familiarize 
themselves with the actual workings of the ships and 
personnel, I was anxious to see, among other things, the 
results of the Department’s action with regard to the 
ealing Of ships with coal sent directly from the United 
States. As is known, the prices asked for coal in those 
waetrs by the local coal dealers has been exceedingly 
high, which has added largely to our expenses for this 
article. These coal dealers had anticipated coaling the 
ships this winter at their own prices, and they were 
very much astonished when they saw the vessels laden 
with coal coming into the respective harbors to await 
the fleet. There was considerable opposition, and some- 
what of an organized effort made to prevent the secur- 
ing Of labor for taking the coal from the American 
schooners to the ships, but this effort failed, and sufli- 
cient local labor was secured to carry on the work. In 
one instance the local dealers employed wil the labor in 
the market, paying the men so much per day to remain 
ile rather than help to coal the ships. But another 
contractor went into the interior and got new laborers. 
The result of this very wise action on the part of the 
Department (and which will save annually a great deal 
of money) is that the local dealers in nearly all West 
Indian and Central American ports, have made over- 
tures to furnish American coal at a reasonable increase 
on its market value in the United States. Not only will 
this keep the price down for the Navy, but it will open 
the market for the American article at ports where only 
English coal is now found, as the dealers know that 
they cannot compete in price and sell English coal. 

“My visit was entirely personal, and had no official or 
political significance whatever. The fleet drill at sea 
under Adml. Meade was conducted with great zeal and 
professional ability, and was highly beneficial to all the 
officers taking part in it, some of whom had never had 
an opportunity before of practicing squadron evolutions. 
The value of these squadron drills cannot, in my judg- 
ment, be overestimated, as single ship cruising can in 
no wise, however much indulged in, give the high stand- 
ard of professional ability which comes from manceuver- 
are of professional ability which comes from mancver- 
to practical movements in time of war. 

“No finer ships, officers, and men were ever seen in 
those waters, and this was universally acknowledged 
by all the foreigners who saw them. Adml. Meade, and 
all the officers under him, as well as the men on ships, 
maintained in their conduct on shore the high character 
and reputation of our Navy, and the impression from 
what L heard on all sides was of the most favorable 
and lasting kind. I am very glad indeed to have seen 
the Navy at its actual every-day work in those waters 
and countries, where its hardest services are required, 
and where the climate and other difficulties encountered 
make actual duties anything but a holiday past-time. 
If any one has the impression that the navigating, 
manceuvring, managing, and keeping up the high con- 
dition of efficiency of a squadron long stationed in tropi- 
cal waters is a mere pleasurable diversion for officers 
and men, he would, I am sure, very readily change his 
mind, did he have an opportunity to see the unceasing 
vigilance and high state of discipline activity, and work 
required to keep the ships in good condition, the men in 
fair health under very unfavorable climatic conditions, 
and at the same time to comply with ine routine and 
regulations prescribed for the Navy. Added to these our 
oficers in those waters have at all times forced upon 
them the most delicate questions of international polity, 
requiring both learning and good sound sense, excellent 
judgment, tact, and discretion, and often times, great 
firmness when circumstances demand action which can- 
not await delay.”

Adj. Gen. Prime, of Iowa, announces that Blunt’s ‘Small 
Arms Firing Regulations,’’ edition of 1889, with certain 
modifications, are adopted for the instruction and govern- 
ment of the troops of this State in Small Arms Practice, 
and issues instructions necessary for the practice. ‘‘All in- 
spectors,’’ says Gen. Prime, “‘are expected to keep in touch 
with the organizations under their control, and those falling 
below a reasonable standard of efficiency will be ordered be- 
fore examining boards with a view to vacating their com- 
missions.”” A badge (oxidized silver), indicating long and 
faithful service, has been adopted. There being no funds 
available for the purchase and issue of this badge by the 
State, they will be supplied, upon application to the Adju- 
tant General, to those entitled to them at their cost price 
as follows: The badge (only), 80 cents; the badge and bar 
for 10 years, $2.30; the badge and bars for 15 years, $3.80; 
the badge and bars for 20 years, $5.30. The badge of the 
Association of Military Surgeons of the United States is 
authorized to be worn on occasions of ceremony by all med- 
ical officers, who are members of said association. 

Ist Lieut. Harry E. Wilkins, 6th U. S. Inf., Asst. Insp. 
Gen., lowa National Guard, has submitted a very full and 
interesting report, and, among other things, says: “The 
annual inspections at company stations of all companies 
and bands in the service were made by myself and the bri- 
gade inspectors, accompanied by battalion or regimental 
commanders, of which detailed reports were made in due 
time.

The 2ist Separate Co., of Troy, N. Y., Capt. Lioyd, will 
hold its annual review and reception on May 8. Doring’s 
full military band and orchestra have been engaged.

Gen. McAlpin will review and the presentation of medals 
and long service diplomas will follow. The presentation of 
the diplomas and medals will be made by Gen. McAlpin. 
The escorting of the colors will be one of the features of 
the reception. A battalion parade will conclude the military 
portion of the reception. The company will be divided into 
five commands. Dancing will follow and the reception will 
close at 12 o'clock. 


Advices from San Francisco, Cal., announce the cavalry 
troop of the 2d Brigade to be in a very bad shape, and a 
few days ago, it is reported, a warrant was sworn out for 
the arrest of the recently elected Captain, Julian Waller, 
by Armorer Owen on a charge of assault and battery. Ad- 
vices as to the trouble state that Waller went to the ar- 
mory and inquired why the armorer, Owen, had not lighted 
the gas. Owen was not there, but presently came in in- 
toxicated, as Capt. Waller says, and was insolent. He re- 
fused to obey orders and was forced into a seat. Then 
Corp. Helmore interfered and was ordered under arrest. 
Later 2d Lieut. McKinnon and six men refused to drill, and 
they too were ordered under arrest. Waller is said to be too 
strict a disciplinarian, and on their part Helmore and Owen 
charge him with getting two prices for prescriptions fur- 
nished the members and with promising positions in order 
to get votes when he was running for Captain. 


Capt. R. P. Brown, a veteran officer of the 5th Regt., of 
Baltimore, who died on April 26, was buried on April 28 
with military honors, the entire regiment, the veterans and 
other officers parading. Adj. Gen. Douglas, in referring to 
the death of Capt. Brown, says: “The death of Capt. Robert 
P. Brown, of Co. C, 5th Regt., Maryland National Guard, is 
hereby announced to the troops of the State. When. the 
oldest captain of the Maryland line thus resigns his com- 
mand and puts up his sword forever, it is a gratification to 
remember that he returned to the State four-fold the honor 
she had done him in his commission, and laid aside a sword 
which year after year of faithful service only made the 
brighter, and which could suffer no unworthy stain in his 
keeping. The call to duty never found him missing; his per- 
formance of it never justified a criticism. Let his soldierly 
example stir the troops who knew him long after the mus- 
ketry over his grave has ceased firing."’ 


Gov. Budd, of California, according to the San Francisco 
“Report,” has reiterated the statement he made‘at the 
time of his inauguration—that he would not accept the 
resignation of Maj. Gen. H. Dimond, commanding the 
division of the National Guard. Gen. Dimond, according to 
custom, had tendered his resignation, and his staff had also 
sent in theirs, but the Governor at that time said he saw 
no necessity for altering the existing state of affairs. Gen. 
Dimond has held his present command for eight years and 
was previously in command of the 2d Brigade for four years. 
His appointment is a popular one. There has been some 
talk that Brig. Gen. T. Sheehan, of Sacramento, will 
be appointed to the command of the 3d Brigade as reor- 
ganized, and Sheehan has told some of his friends that he 
would be given the place. A dispatch from Marysville says 
the appointment, if made, will result in the immediave resig- 
nation of Col. Park Henshaw, of the 8th Inf., and all his 
officers, as they will regard it as a direct insult. Henshaw 
was a member of the court of inquiry which censured Shee- 
han severely for his conduct in the strikes last July. Gov. 
Markham exonerated Sheehan, but that did not alter the 
court's feeling in the matter.

R. J. G.—The ‘acting hospital stewards who have passed 
for steward, but yet unappointed, will not be required to 
compete in the next class in order to secure appointment. 
This agrees with par. 10, Circular, 8. G. O., Oct. 10, 1804, 
which says: “‘Assignments will be made as far as practi- 
eable in order of merit from the list of passed candidates 
to fill vacancies occurring during the year."’
